Fawkes night" and was celebrated in 
this city iu the usual style ou Saturday 
even ing. 


Darkness is tho^signal for the com- 


mencement of "1'ope night" festivities 
nud as soou as the shades of night fell 
over the town Young America was on 
his feet armed with the proper utensils, 
'i tin horn, pea shooter and pumpkin 
lantern. Dried peas were rallied against 
lighted windows, horns weru tooted and 
a fjw front gates, blinds and other arti- 
cles worts removed iu spite of the vigi 
lance of the police officers.

Guy Fuwkes' night used to be cele- 


brated with great vim in Salem, Mass, 
aid iu tho early days of Lawr-.-uco the 
English operatives of the cotton mills> 
who then comprised a largo proportion 
of tho population, used to do likewise. 
Tho custom muy still be kept up in 
fioso cities, aud may not be; but it is 
kept up here, and causes much wonder- 
ing ou the part of visitors from other 
stations of the country who happen to 
bo iu Porjmaouth on tbeuight of the 5th 
of .November. 


A local paper some time ago suggested 


that probably tho custom of celebrating 
Guy l''uwkus' night was brought here by 
the English operatives who came here to 
work iu the Porhfiuiuiith btuam factory, 
afterward the Kearsarge mill, but it was 
an old story long before the mill was 
thought of. One of tho older residents, 
now well ovor SO.tells of tlicci'lcbrauons 
they had when ho was a youngster; 
procepsionB of boys and young men 
with pumpkin lanterns aud tin horns — 
there wrre no cigar boxes to bo had fur 
the asking iu those days, to rr.nko lau- 
torns of—und an effigy of Guy Fawkes 
on a pole at the head, tho elligy being 
iinully burned ou the Parade, now Mar- 
ket scj. aud he remembers hearing per 
sons who were old men whoa he was a 
boy, 
tell of the way they celebrated 


when they were boys. 


One does apt luve to bo so old as he 


to remember tho lively scrimrnngos that 
used to take place when a Guy Fawkes 
procession of uortlieuders would meat 
u, procession of 
ioutheuders, 
or a 


Christian Shore procession would meet 
either; the rival paraders would smash 
each other over the head with pump- 
kins, lanterns and tin hirns —and the 
horns were no little 10 cent 
affairs, 


either, ^beirg often two or three feet 
long—and it was a point of sacred hon- 
or to capture the other proacss ion's 
Guy Fawkes and tear him all to pieces, 
so that there wouldn't bo enough of 
him left to make a fire of. 
Probably 


not one in 50 of the youngsters had 
the least idea 01 the significance of the 
celebration, or of who Guy Fawkes 
was, other than he famished an excuse 
for hiwidg a pumpkin lantern parade- 
and making a terrible noise, and a very 
possible chance for a ruction with the 
bad boys of ono of the rival sections of 
the town. 


Most likely the custom is as old as 


the town itself and was brought here by 
the first colonists. In 1C23, when the 
Piscataipua colony was settled, the gun- 
powder plot was an incident ef recent, 
memory; and that the celebration of 
Guy Fawkes' night should become a 
custom here, and not iu the other colo- 
nies, is explained by the fact that it was 
aa Episcopal celebration more than 
anything else, and the Piseataqaa colo 
uista were Episcopalians or of Episco- 
pal leanings, while the other settle- 
ments along the coast were settled, or 
at least controlled by the Puritans, 
vbose dislike, not to say hatred, of 
Catholicism and Episcopacy was about 
an even thing, and who would almost as 
soon have knelt in public prayer or ob- 
served Good Friday and E ister, like 
adherent:) of the churches thoy so cor 
dially disapproved of, as to nave had 
anything to do with snch a celebration. 


The first church built in this colony 


was an Episcopal one, which stood on 
or near what is now the southwest cor 
ner of Court and Pleasant streets. It 
was built as early as 1638, and Rev 
Richard Gibson was the fir«t minister; 
but he did not continue a great while, 
for, having been accused of marrying 
and baptizing persons at the Isles of 
Shoals, he was summoned to Boston in 
1642 to answer to the charge, the laws 
of the Massachusetts colony prohibit- 
ing the performance of clerical duties 
by ministers of tho church of England, 
aud tho Pigcatttqua colony having at 


that time come under tho control of 
Massachusetts. The unlucky minister 
went to Boston, aud, alter being kept 
in confinement several days, uonfessed 
his guilt and threw himself on the 
mercy of the court; aud, as he prom- 
ised to leave tho country at once, he 
was allowed to do so without being 
fined or otherwise punished. 


But although the Massachusetts de- 


votees of the right of every man to wor- 
ship according to the dictates of his 
own conscience—so Jong as his con- 
science dictated that he should worship 
the same way as they did—could and 
did for a time put down the Episcopal 
ians of Portsmouth, there is no record 
that they ever tried to stop the celebra- 
tion of Guy Fawkes' night. 
If they 


did try it they failed of success, for the 
celebration is still kept up, and is as 
much a specialty of the old citv as the 
curfew was a few years ago.

all of any one party, yon can make a cross 
(X) in the circle and beueath the emblem 
of the party which presents the greater num- 
bers of candidates of your choice aod erase 
the names of the candidates in the same 
column for whom you refuse to vote and 
make a cross in the square opposite the 
names of the candidates for the same of 
fiee for whom you desire to vote. 


You can also vote by not marking in any

There never was the re- 
motest intention to meet it with a 
prompt ultimatum, as a Franco-Ameri- 
can journal published In 1'arls dfdaivii 
with great positiveness today would be 
done. There Is. however, no better 
prospect of bridging over Ihe wide gulf 
between the two positions today than 
there was yesterday.

Ueteinng to tihe peace negotiations 


between Spain and thtj United States 
the Gaulois Uiis morning says: 
The 


memorandum of the Spanish commis- 
sioners extended to 40 pages of closely 
written malter.and included an objection 
to the surrender of Manila, on the plea 
that; it took place 4S hours after the 
signing of the peace protocol. There 
was also a reassertion that the continued 
sovereignty of Spam over the Philippine 
islands was evidenced by the fact that 
this sovereignty had been referred to by 
M. Cambon (.the French ambassador at 
Washington) on the eve of signing the 
peace protocol and was not objected to 
by the American diplomats at the time. 


Continuing, the Gaulois says: On the 


whole, the attitude of the Americans 
has been encouraging to the Spaniards, 
and it is likely that an agreement will 
be arrived at after the election in the 
United States, when the Republicans 
will show themselves less exacting, be- 
ing relieved of electoral exigencies. The 
facts all point to this conclusion and 
indicate that the negotiations will re- 
solve themselves Into a simple financial 
discussion. It is hardly to be supposed 
that America will restore the Philip- 
pines, as these islands represent a sub- 
stitute for a war 
indemnity, which 


American would be justified in demand- 
ing. Moreover, it must, be remembered 
the Americans have certain moral obli- 
gations to discharge in regard to the 
Insurgents, having encouraged Aguin- 
aldo. 


In regard to the Insurgents. Having 


encouraged Aguinaldo in his'operations. 
they are to some extent obliged to see 
that the Insurgent* are definitely re- 
leased from Spanish domination, A« 
to Intervention on the part of Europe, 
such a contingency can only be imag- 
ined in case of there being clear proof 
that Spain and America were not alone 
interested in the matter. It remains to 
be seen whether the other powers and 
Jn.pa.n, notably, will without protest see 
the new comer In the far east install 
herself In so important an economic and 
strategic point. 


The Matin says: 
The point of the 


Spaniards is well taken. The Parii con- 
ference was to confine itself to a single 
object— establishing an agreement on 
the points of detail summarised gen- 
erally in the Washington protocol. The 
Spaniards have kept loyally to th« agree- 
ment and have not haggled In their en- 
gagements.
